"Special Services is a catch- 
all referr in g to situations which have arisen from time to time 
vhere a parson not a Government employee is in a position to be of 
real service to a proper CIA activity and performs this service 
wittingly at considerable trouble to himself, but wants no direct 
ecRDonsation.
